EASY  TO  GROW 

THE  IRIS  is  an  easy-to-grow  perennial,  at  home  in  almost 
any  soil,  requiring  little  attention  or  moisture  and  fur¬ 
nishing  flowers  of  enchanting  beauty  and  delicacy  over  a 
long  period  of  time. 

HUNDREDS  OF  VARIETIES 

There  are  hundreds  of  varieties  of  Iris  and  charming  new  introductions  are 
added  each  year.  These  varieties  are  classified  under  group  heads  as  listed 
throughout  this  catalog.  While  all  of  these  groups  have  the  general  characteristics 
of  Iris  with  which  we  are  all  familiar,  there  is  sufficient  difference  in  formation  of 
bloom,  colorings,  time  of  blossoming,  height  of  flower  stalk,  etc.,  to  give  unlimited 
scope  to  the  gardener  who  wishes  to  specialize  on  this  interesting  species.  The 
planting  of  Iris  should  no  longer  be  confined  simply  to  one  small  bed.  For  bor¬ 
ders,  walks,  and  mass  effects  no  perennial  is  more  pleasing.  Many  have  entire 
sections  of  their  gardens  devoted  to  Iris. 

THRIVE  IN  ANY  SOIL 

It  is  impossible  to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast  rules  regarding  the  culture  of 
Iris,  as  conditions  are  varied.  They  thrive  in  any  soil,  unless  it  is  pure  sand. 
When  well  established  they  should  be  given  enough  water,  particularly  just 
before  and  during  blooming  time,  to  keep  them  in  good  growing  condition. 
Give  good  drainage  and  you  will  not  have  any  trouble  with  root  rot.  Drainage 
can  be  secured  in  heavier  soils  by  planting  on  ridges. 

If  the  soil  is  poor  and  needs  fertilizing,  bone  meal  can  be  used  or,  in  California, 
a  light  application  of  blood  or  tankage.  Bearded  Iris  like  lime.  Lime  is  particu¬ 
larly  beneficial  on  heavy  soils  as  it  flocculates  these  soils  and  improves  the 
drainage.  Bam  yard  fertilizer,  if  used  at  all,  must  be  well  decayed  and  thor¬ 
oughly  worked  into  the  soil. 

CULTURAL  HINTS 

Transplanting  may  be  done  at  any  season,  but  the  best  time,  if  one  cares  to 
keep  watered  sufficiently  to  start  the  growth,  is  when  they  go  out  of  bloom, 
otherwise  the  fall  is  better.  Do  not  overwater,  however,  so  that  they  will  be¬ 
come  water-logged  and  decay.  If  too  dry  before  getting  rooted  they  are  likely 
to  shrivel  even  if  they  do  not  die. 

Do  not  plant  deep;  barely  cover  the  rhizomes. 

Some  varieties  should  be  divided  every  two  years — others  every  three  or  four. 
Give  the  rhizomes  room  for  the  side  shoots  to  get  a  foothold. 

Of  course  there  are  exceptions  to  the  above  general  cultural  notes  as  you 
discover  further  on  in  this  book.  When  any  group  or  variety  of  Iris  demands 
special  treatment  we  have  called  attention  to  it  in  the  catalog  listings.

The  following  varieties 
represent  the  cream  of  the  new  creations. 


MOHRSON 

(White.  1935) 

For  many  years,  iris  hybridizers  throughout 
the  country  have  tried,  without  results,  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  William  Mohr  seedling.  Mr.  C.  G. 
White  has  at  last  met  with  success  in  this 
endeavor  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that 
we  introduce  for  him  MOHRSON,  the  first  Wil¬ 
liam  Mohr  seedling  ever  created. 

Being  a  cross  of  William  Mohr  by  a  pogon 
iris,  MOHRSON  is  therefore  but  one-fourth 
oncocyclus.  It  is  a  charming  and  unusual  iris, 
more  vigorous  than  its  parent,  and  showing 
unmistakably  some  of  the  desired  oncocyclus 
characteristics. 

Technical  description:  The  conic  standards 
are  a  rich,  clear,  deep  violet  (Haemotoxylin) 
with  a  cockled  and  varnished  surface  and 
ruffled  edges,  and  are  23/4  inches  wide  and 
33/g  inches  high.  The  drooping  falls  are  23/4 
inches  wide  by  B1/*  inches  long  and  have  that 
fabric-like  texture  noticed  in  some  of  the 
other  pogocyclus  hybrids.  The  color  in  the 
falls  is  accomplished  by  close  veins  and  is  a 
Petunia  violet,  overlaid  Nigrosin  violet.  30  in¬

SWEET  ALIBI 

(White.  1935) 

This  exquisite  iris  is  a  soft  Primrose  yellow 
self  with  handsome  large  flowers  of  remark¬ 
able  substance.  It  is  a  tall,  vigorous,  variety 
of  a  shade  of  yellow  that  is  indispensable  in 
the  garden.  While  the  flowers  are  unusually 
large,  refinement  and  charm  has  not  been 


sacrificed  to  size.  You  will  be  pleased  with 
the  symmetry  and  poise  of  Sweet  Alibi,  and 
with  the  delightful  effect  of  its  soft  clear  color 
in  your  garden.

(White,  1935) 

In  the  originator's  garden  this  iris  is  of  par¬ 
ticular  value  because  it  comes  into  bloom 
very  early  in  the  season,  and,  because  of  its 
free  flowering  habit,  lasts  for  many  weeks.  It 
is  one  of  the  bluest  toned  of  all  irises  and  yet, 
because  of  a  touch  of  gold  in  the  throat,  there 
is  a  slight  suggestion  of  a  blend.  It  is  truly 
an  outstanding  iris  in  every  way,  being  un¬ 
excelled  in  form,  texture,  color,  height,  vigor 
and  floriferousness.  Fair  Enough  has  not  yet 
been  tested  in  the  colder  climates.  Large,

GIFT 

(Lothrop,  1935) 

This  iris  has  everything  to  make  it  a  dis¬ 
tinctly  fine  flower.  The  standards  approach  a 
livid  brown  in  color  tone  and  have  a  metallic 
reflection  that  is  particularly  pleasing  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  falls  which  are  a  deep  Dahlia 
carmine  of  the  richest  velvety  texture  imagin¬ 
able.  There  are  no  unsightly  reticulations  in 
the  haft,  for  the  smooth  even  color  of  the  falls 
runs  well  up  on  both  sides  of  the  beard.  The 
flowers  are  of  good  size  and  are  gracefully 
displayed  on  slender  well  branched  stems,  36 
inches  tall.  Hardy,  a  free  bloomer,  and  a  vig¬

The  unusually 
large  and  well  proportioned  flowers  are  a 
beautiful  shade  of  blue  and  are  set  off  by 
a  bright  golden  beard  that  makes  a  sharp 
contrast  which  is  apparent  from  some  dis¬ 
tance;  hence  the  name.

CALIFORNIA  BLUE  (Essig). 

A  most  vigorous  iris,  fine  foliage,  long 
blooming  season,  large  flowers,  great 
height,  well  branched  and  early.  Rich  blu¬ 
ish  violet  with  a  glowing  beard.  It  is  the 
most  delightfully  fragrant  iris  which  we 
know.

Of  proven  qualities  and  considered  one  of 
the  finest  reds  ever  introduced.  Flowers  of 
fine  form  and  good  substance.  Dauntless 
was  awarded  the  Dykes  medal  for  the  fin¬ 
est  iris  produced  in  1929.

The  flowers 
are  a  rosy  purple  overlaid  with  bronzy 
gold  of  good  size  and  shape.

The  great  variety  of  color  combinations  in  Irises  makes  any  classification  of 
this  sort  of  nothing  more  than  suggestive  value.  Color  is  only  one  of  the  elements 
which  give  Iris  character.  The  height,  carriage,  shape,  substance,  branching, 
abundance  of  blooms,  and  the  character  of  the  foliage,  must  be  considered.
